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Report highlights concentration of TB cases in two of Kingston’s wards

Kingston’s Healthwatch chairman 
has said tuberculosis “has not 
been on our radar” despite the 
hospital treating almost 30 people 
for the infectious disease in the 
past year. 

Figures have revealed TB has 
been reported in two Kingston 
wards - Norbiton and New 
Malden’s Beverley - according to a 
report released last week. 

The report shows between 40 and 
79 cases of tuberculosis per 
100,000 residents were recorded 
last year - this is despite Kingston 
being the least populated borough 
in the capital. 

Neighbouring borough Rich¬ 
mond reported less than four cases 
of the disease, according to the 
report. 

Grahame Snelling, from 
Kingston Healthwatch, said: “It is 
such an outlier. Not what you 
would expect to see in Kingston. 

“[Kingston] is one of the more af¬ 
fluent boroughs. 

“It has not been on our radar 
until that report came out. It is a 
public health matter that we need 
to look into. 

“I will certainly be talking to my 
colleagues about what to do next.” 

The findings were published in a 
London Assembly health commit¬ 
tee report that called the disease a 
“barometer of health inequality” 
and noted London as the “TB capi¬ 
tal of Western Europe”. 

The infection typically attacks 
the lungs and is spread when peo¬ 
ple cough or sneeze. 

Dr Onkar Sahota, London As¬ 
sembly health committee chair¬ 
man, said the report showed the 
disease was not from a “bygone 
era”, adding it is most prevalent in

deprived areas. 

He said: “Many Londoners will 
be surprised to hear that TB still 
exists in the capital. 

“TB has a relationship with de¬ 
privation as well as clinical causes. 

“[It] affects those who most need 
our help: migrants, the elderly, 
prisoners, homeless people and 
those who are marginalised from 
society.” 

A third of London boroughs have 
been classed as high incidence, 
meaning they have rates of infec¬ 
tion comparable with countries 


such as Algeria and Iraq. 

Councillor Liz Green, leader of 
the Kingston Liberal Democrat op¬ 
position, said: “I have not seen the 
report and I am very surprised. 
These are not places where there 
are high levels of deprivation and 
you wouldn’t expect TB there. 

“I think we need to talk to public 
health and find out why this is 
happening and what they intend to 
do about it.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said he had also not 
read the report, but “was 


not surprised”. 

He said: “TB is more common in 
people who have emigrated from 
Asia or been on extended holidays 
there, so the fact there are cases in 
the New Malden area is not 
surprising.” 

Kingston Hospital run a respira¬ 
tory medicine department dealing 
with people who show symptoms 
of tuberculosis. 

There is also a lead nurse at the 
hospital who runs an awareness 
session aimed at “those who work 
closely with vulnerable people”.

MP attacks ‘inappropriate’ 
high-rise fiat proposais

A Kingston MP came out against a 
controversial high-rise block of 
flats proposed for the town centre 
days before the application would 
be decided on by Kingston Council. 

In a letter addressed to the devel¬ 
opment control committee, Rich¬ 
mond Park and North Kingston MP 
Zac Goldsmith urged the council to 
reject plans for a 16-storey residen¬ 
tial building at the old post office 
site in Ashdown Road. 

The Conservative London May- 


oral hopeful says the council should 
get “a better deal for the communi¬ 
ty” lamenting the lack of affordable 
housing and “inappropriate” design 
in developers St George’s proposal. 

He said: “The height is still, in my 
view, disproportionate, but I appre¬ 
ciate that the Kingston College 
building next door is the same 
height. 

“However, the new designs are no 
less inappropriate for the area and 
seem not to have taken into account 
the context in which the new build¬ 
ings will be sited. 

“I don’t think anyone can pretend 
the proposed design demonstrates 
any respect on the part of the 


developer for the rich heritage of 
Kingston town centre’s built 
environment.” 

Mr Goldsmith also says that the 
number of affordable homes ear¬ 
marked for the project is “not 
acceptable”. 

St George has estimated 5.6 per 
cent of the 338 flats will be afford¬ 
able - down almost 10 per cent from 
the plans it submitted for a 19- 
storey building in June. 

This is the third time plans for a 
high-rise on the old post office site 
have been submitted to the 
council. 

Previous planning applications 
for the building had been 21 storeys 


and 19 storeys before 16 levels were 
proposed in early October. 

The current plan includes a 
restaurant, office and community 
space plus 132 parking spots. 

Mr Goldsmith said: “Like else¬ 
where in London, Kingston strug¬ 
gles with a severe shortage of 
affordable homes and a develop¬ 
ment of this size should contribute 
far more. 

“I would urge the local authority 
to do all it can to secure a better deal 
for the community.” 

The plans are being decided dur¬ 
ing the development control com¬ 
mittee in Guildhall tonight from 
7.30pm. The pubhc can attend.

‘Tolworth Is

Last week, 807 years of 
Kingston history kept tucked 
away re-opened to the public. 

Charters that shaped the 
borough’s laws and build¬ 
ings, hundreds of years of 
electoral rolls, thousands of 
Kingston photographs and 
161 years of Surrey Comet 
newspapers were finally put 
on display in the new history 
centre housed in the former 
Kingston Magistrates’ Court 
under the Guildhall building 
in High Street. 

It has not been a smooth 
ride for the collection since it 
was forced to leave its per¬ 
manent home in the North 
Kingston Centre last year. 

To add further misery, 
plans to move the borough’s 
history to a referral unit for 
excluded schoolchildren 
were ditched at the 11th 
hour, leaving the archives 
homeless for six months. 

After an interim spell at 
Surbiton library where his¬ 
tory buffs could order specif¬ 
ic archives to view one day a 
week, the collection finally 
settled into Guildhall. 

For borough archivist 
Gillian Butler, finally having 
a permanent home in a his¬ 
toric building in the heart of 
Kingston has been a dream 
come true. 


She says: “The courts 
closed in 2011 and there is a 
lot of history in these walls. 

“Community sprit really is 
part of the town and you can 
see this in the archives.” 

She added: “The vast ma¬ 
jority of our archives are 
only available here. You 
can’t get them online. 

“You are always worried no 
one is going to turn up and 
then when you open you re¬ 
alise so many people want to 
know about their history. 

“We have people like Bob 
banging on the door on day 
one.” 

Bob is The Story of Tol¬ 
worth co-writer Bob Phillips 
who interrupted the inter¬ 
view with some breaking 
news - from 1928. 

He had been searching the 
archives for information 
about Cleveland Road, Old 
Malden, for an upcoming 
street museum event being 
hosted this month. 

He said: “I was going 
through a box of deeds and I 
have just discovered one 
with Hiram Maxim’s name 
on it. 

“He invented the first re- 
coil-operated machine gun 
that won the First World 
War. This deed means he 
could have bought a house in 
the borough. I found it out 
three minutes ago. It’s very 
exciting.” 

Mr Phillips was the first 
man into the history rooms

when the centre opened to 
the public on Wednesday, Oc¬ 
tober 27. He was euphoric. 

Having previously re¬ 
searched and written about 
Tolworth, he argued it 
should never be thought of 
as the “forgotten end of the 
borough”. 

He said: “Tolworth is the 
centre of the universe, it’s 
just nobody knows it yet. 

“David Bowie started his 
Ziggy Stardust tour in the 
Toby Jug pub. Tolworth 
Manor was owned by Queen 
Isabella. 

“Tolworth is a place with a 
much wider history than 
anyone thinks.” 

Historian Shaan Butters 
also had her nose buried in 
ancient documents on day 
one. 

Mrs Butters wrote That Fa¬ 
mous Place: A History of 
Kingston upon Thames, and 


was scouring 19th century 
court assembly minutes 
looking for evidence that a 
Prussian general visited the 
borough. 

She said: “I am so grateful 
that the archives have 
opened, I just wish they had 
more space. 

“I attended a talk by Ali¬ 
son Carter Tai who men¬ 
tioned that General Blucher 
could have visited the bor¬ 
ough in 1814. 

“I’m looking for the evi¬ 
dence. If I can find it, it’s al¬ 
ways nice to be able to help 
out fellow historians.” 

Kingston’s History Centre 
has archives that include 
maps, photographs, micro¬ 
filmed newspapers and 
books with some ancient 
finds dating back to 1208.

Sgt Marshall said: “It was a 
great privilege to be able to talk 
to the residents of the Star and 
Garter. They were a great audi¬ 
ence and asked questions at 
every opportunity.” 

He added it was an experience 
he would remember for the rest 
of his life.

Crossrail 2 bosses have said eight 
extra trains an hour could be 
added to reheve pressure on over¬ 
crowded lines through Kingston 
and Norbiton. A consultation into 
the proposed rail link was 
launched this week. 

Transport for London’s Cross¬ 
rail 2 project would bring more 
services out to Berrylands, Sur¬ 
biton and Hampton Court - which 
are less frequently served. 

Michele Dix, managing director 
for the Crossrail 2 project, has 
promised it would have a “trans¬ 
formative effect” for commuters 
travelling to work from Kingston 
and Elmbridge boroughs. 

The morning rush-hour trains 
through Elmbridge and Kingston 
station into central London 
are among the UK’s most 
overcrowded. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “Everyone can see 
Kingston’s population has been 
growing and it will continue to do 
so. New transport links with 
faster, more regular services and 
greater reach will help us all.” 

Esher and Walton MP Dominic 
Raab and Kingston and Surbiton 
MP James Berry have previously 


spoken in Parliament about 
packed carriages they have 
experienced commuting to 
Westminster. 

Mr Berry said: “I’ve been push¬ 
ing for Crossrail 2 to come to sta¬ 
tions in Kingston since before I 
was elected because it is the only 
hope we have of deahng with the 
terrible overcrowding on our 
trains. Network Rail’s study pre¬ 
dicts a 40 per cent increase in pas¬ 
sengers by 2043. 

“That’s without taking account 
of the fact that 20 per cent extra 
capacity is already needed to deal 
with overcrowding on peak ser¬ 
vices, which frequently rank in 
the 10 most overcrowded services 
in the whole country.” 


Under Crossrail 2 plans, up to 
eight trains an hour would go to 
New Malden, Kingston and Nor¬ 
biton. Four an hour would take in 
Berrylands, Surbiton, Thames 
Ditton, Hampton Court, Malden 
Manor, Tolworth, and Chessing- 
ton North and Chessington 
South. 

Setting a case for Crossrail 2, Dr 
Dix said: “Peak-time services in 
from places like Surbiton and 
New Malden are packed. The 
crowding will only get worse as 
London and the south-east grows 
over the next 15 years.”

The Home Office has refused 
to provide evidence as to why 
it named Kingston University 
on a shortlist of universities 
promoting extremism. 

David Cameron’s office 
listed the university as one 


of four that had given a 
platform to extremists last 
month - but Downing Street 
is yet to substantiate the 
claims. 

Faisal Hanjra, a trustee at 
Kingston Mosque, said: “It’s 
important that the debate 
surrounding extremism is 
evidence-based. 

“So if the Prime Minister 
and his officials are making 


serious allegations, they 
must have evidence.” 

A No 10 spokesman refused 
to elaborate on the evidence. 

He said information “came 
from various sources”. 

John Azah, chief executive 
at Kingston Race and Equali¬ 
ties Council, said: “If David 
Cameron is so concerned 
about Kingston University 
and the community in

general, he and some of his 
colleagues ought to visit the 
university to see what posi¬ 
tive things it is doing.” 

Kingston University has 
also queried what led it to be 
tarred with the same brush 
as King’s College London, 
University of London’s 
Queen Mary and the School 
of Oriental and African Stud¬ 
ies, said to have collectively 


hosted at least 70 events 
involving extremist speakers. 
Government documents 
claim. 

Professor Julius Weinberg, 
vice-chancellor at Kingston 
University, said: “We have 
written to the Home Office to 
ask them to substantiate and 
clarify their claim. 

“We have yet to receive 
an answer.” 


Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said he could 
only assume the information 
came through the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police Service and has 
written to the Metropolitan 
Police. 

He said: “I’m surprised. I 
would just like to know why 
Kingston has been connect¬ 
ed, and what the university 
can do to get off the list.”

Officers could be axed 


If London loses 8,000 police of¬ 
ficers through Government 
cuts to the Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice Service, Kingston could 
lose 138, it has been 
estimated. 

Labour London Assembly 
member Murad Qureshi has 
said if this amount were to be 
shared equally across the 
Met, borough police could 
lose about 25 per cent of its 
officers. 

According to his calcula¬ 
tions, Kingston could lose 78 
officers, but if specialist un¬ 
its were protected and the 
cuts were solely from bor¬ 
ough teams, this could lead to 
Kingston losing 138. 

This comes as all police 
community support officers 
(PCSOs) in London fall in 


danger of a cull. 

No official decision has been 
made on numbers as of yet, 
but Police Commissioner Sir 
Bernard Hogan-Howe has ad¬ 
mitted thousands of officers 
could be lost. 

Mr Qureshi said: “The com¬ 
missioner’s warning of a re¬ 
turn to 1970s levels of funding 
show just how wrong the 
Home Secretary is to claim 
her cuts to the police force are 
not hitting the frontline. 

“Since 2010, Kingston has al¬ 
ready lost 79 police officers 
and PCSOs with plans now 
afoot to scrap all the capital’s 
PCSOs entirely.” 

Losing more officers across 
the capital including in 
Kingston “would devastate 
the police force,” he added.

MAYAMAGIC 


Surbiton is many things - the 
setting for The Good Life, a 
key scene in Harry Potter, and 
home to a festival where 
people dress as gerbils and 
parade around the town, 
writes Ross Logan. 

But among one of its 
numerous, lesser known 
qualities is its curry houses. 

In Brighton Road, Surbiton 
has its own virtual Brick 
Lane, with four 
restaurants and a 
takeaway within 
a naan's throw 
of each other. 

The biggest 
and newest is 
Maya, which 
stands out for 
several reasons, 
and not just for 
its food. 

Not only is it huge (100 
or so covers at capacity I'm 
told) but it eschews the other 
restaurants' traditional curry 
house decor, opting instead for 
a sleek and minimalist modern 
look, with black leather chairs 
and granite floors and a private 
courtyard for smokers. 

I've been to Maya many times 
in the past and I'm yet to have 
a disappointing meal. 

The thing that always 
impresses me about Maya is 
the speed and quality of 
service. For a place this big and 
popular, it's not uncommon for 


a restaurant to have an off- 
night, overwhelmed by both 
in-house and take away orders. 

If that has ever happened at 
Maya, I'm yet to experience it. 

A recent accquistion for Maya 
has been receiving a Five 
Star Food Hygiene 
Rating which is 
truly deserved. 
As always, 
we're greeted 
at the door 
with a hand¬ 
shake and a 
smile, and 
led to our table. 
Drinks arrive 
moments after 
ordering, with some 
poppadums to snack on while 
choosing our meal. When we 
ask for a couple of extra 
minutes to decide what we're 
having, the waiters, unlike so 
many other places, don't forget 
you - they're back promptly to 
politely ask if you've made up 
your mind. 

And once you have you don't 
have to wait long for the food 
to arrive. 

None of that would matter 
of course if the food wasn't 
any good - but this is Maya's 
neatest trick. 


My chicken madras is sweet, 
tender and punchy, while my 
companions - who are all 
vegetarians - comment on 
how fresh their vegetable 
dishes are. If you've never 
dined with a vegetarian before, 
trust me, fresh veg is harder to 
come by than you'd think. 

Quite how Maya manages to 
produce so many dishes so 
quickly without compromising 
on quality is a conversation 
I've had with my other half a 
number of times. 

I thought they must have a 
well-drilled army of maybe 50 
chefs, each knocking orders off 
one by one with methodical 
precision. But it turns out 
there's only six guys working in 
the kitchen - so I'm still none 
the wiser how they do it. 

Although I recommend eat¬ 
ing in at Maya, I've had a few 
takeaways from there myself 
and to be honest, I don't think 
there's a better one around. 

Again, it's a simple trick: You 
order, they tell you how long it 
will take, and it arrives on time, 
still tasting good. 

Good curry, delivered 
with fast, efficient and polite 
service. Is that too much to 
ask? Not at Maya.

Hundreds of furious mini-Holland 
protesters were denied access to a 
crucial council vote on Waltham 
Forest’s mini-Holland project last 
month. 

The anti-mini-Holland pressure 
group, El 7 Streets for All, organ¬ 
ised a protest outside the bor¬ 
ough’s town hall against road 
closures caused by the project they 
claim is “tearing the community 
apart”. 

Rival petitions from both anti and 
pro-mini-Holland groups gathered 
thousands of signatures. 

Aarif Gearay, of El 7 Streets for 
All, told the council the group was 
not against the £33m scheme, but 


the road closures could not go on. 

“It is very sad, but with such a 
strong majority, Labour thinks it 
can do whatever it wants,” the 
29-year-old told our sister paper 
the Waltham Forest Guardian. 

“We are just asking for a more 
equal scheme that takes into ac¬ 
count the rich and the poor, the 
cyclists, the disabled and elderly, 
who were not consulted fairly.” 

So many people wanted to come 
to Waltham Forest’s meeting that it 
became a ticketed event. 

During the meeting the council 
agreed to improve engagement with 
residents, businesses, the disabled, 
and emergency services.

Kingston’s mini-Holland project 
was shrouded in controversy at 
the beginning of the year when 
it was announced the cost had 
doubled and artist impressions 
of the scheme showed just a 
painted line separating traffic 
and cyclists. 

But after extensive public con¬ 
sultation the scheme was re¬ 
designed, and Councillor Terry 
Baton, who is looking after the 
mini-Holland project, says it is 
now time to “crack on”. 

Coun Baton said: “I am 
delighted that our first scheme 
is about to get under way. 

“This particular scheme will 
dramatically enhance cycle 
safety and pedestrian routes 
along Bortsmouth Road. 

“The public consultation that 
we ran earlier this year clearly 
showed support for the scheme 
and, after a lot of preparatory 
work, it is time to crack on 
with the main works so every¬ 
one can benefit from the 
improvements.” 

After the public consultation 
in January, a two-way cycle 
track segregated from road traf¬ 
fic, new steps and ramps to the 
Queen’s Bromenade as well as 
additional zebra crossings were 
added to the design. 

This more than doubled the 
original £1.4m cost to £3.2m, but 
appeased cycling groups. 

Jon Fray, from Kingston 
Cycling Campaign, said: “We 
are pleased that the council 
listened to our concerns and 
feel they really improved the 
scheme. 

“This path will not just benefit 
cyclists, but pedestrians and 
motorists too.”

Enfield Council is still consulting 
on its six mini-Holland schemes 
and will not start building until at 
least the spring next year. 

Concerns were raised 
when the Labour-con- 
trolled council first 
won the money in 
2014 and announced it 
would be turning some 
streets into bus and 
bike only roads. 

The council also proposed 
changing some of the one-way 
streets into two-ways. 

But the council has spent 
months consulting and has seen 


no protests over the project. 

An Enfield council spokesman 
said: “It is a lot of money and we 
do want to get this right. It is a 
very wide and long consul¬ 
tation and we know that. 
Our consultation pro¬ 
cess has been stag¬ 
gered and we are 
consulting on each 
scheme in depth and 
individually. 

‘We hope to start building 
next year, but I cannot say when 
yet.

Baroness attacks 
tax credit change

The House of Lords dealt a major 
blow to the Government by vot¬ 
ing to delay tax credit cuts, with 
Baroness Jane Campbell of Sur¬ 
biton, pictured, giving an impas¬ 
sioned speech to the House of 
Lords in support of delaying tax 
credit cuts that would affect 
those with disabilities. 

Peers voted 307 to 277 in favour 
of delaying the cuts on Monday, 
October 26. 

Opponents have claimed the tax 
credits will leave millions of fam¬ 
ilies £1,300 a year worse off when 
they come into effect. 

In her speech Lady Campbell 
said: “This cut will disincentivise 
disabled people from taking the 
very difficult step off benefits 
and into work. In effect, the Gov¬ 
ernment are making employ¬ 
ment less likely for people with 
these support needs.” 

Lady Campbell, who grew up in 
New Malden and lives in Tol- 
worth, was diagnosed with spinal 
muscular atrophy as a baby and 
now uses a wheelchair. 

She voted for the delay having 



empathised how the cuts would 
“dramatically reduce the in¬ 
comes of disabled people in low- 
paid employment” and increase 
health and social care costs. 

After the vote she told the 
Kingston Guardian: “I believe in 
the House of Commons, but I did 
believe we had to reflect on what 
we were about to do. 


“People forget that lots of peo¬ 
ple in low paid jobs are people 
with mental health issues or dis¬ 
abilities. 

“I just think they need to think 
again and protect those in need.” 

The move has caused 
conflict between the two houses 
of Parliament as the Lords does 
not traditionally interfere with 
financial legislation passed in 
the Commons - a precedent set in 
1911. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer 
George Osborne has said the vote 
raised “constitutional issues” 
and the Government announced 
it would review the House of 
Lords’ powers. 

Lady Campbell added: “The 
Government needs the people 
like us to help them effectively 
run the country. 

“We are not political and I don’t 
care about the politics. I just care 
about the people.” 

Twitter users praised Lady 
Campbell on the site. One user 
said: “Baroness Campbell - one 
of the very rare reasons to retain 
the House of Lords.” 

Another user tweeted: “Stop 
what you are doing and listen to 
Baroness Campbell of Surbiton 
in the HoL.”

Unhappy with plans 
for new Eden Walk 


I write to you in the capacity of a 
current business owner in 
Kingston. 

The new proposals for the Eden 
Walk regeneration scheme, for 
which I attended the viewing, ap¬ 
pear to be the same as the previ¬ 
ous proposals, which is very 
disappointing. The representa¬ 
tive spoke to me at length and 
gave very candid opinions. 

There was an interactive dis¬ 
play where you could view from 
a few well-chosen vantage points, 
but other views from the previ¬ 
ous showing were clearly absent 
and seemingly not available 
when I asked. 

These were the views of Pratt’s 
Passage and the Cloisters Mall 
that will now be completely by¬ 
passed by the pathway through 
the Memorial Gardens. 

I suggested that this was mere¬ 
ly sweeping under the carpet a 
problem of the homeless and in¬ 
considerate people using these 
places as a toilet. I was told this is 
not the developer’s problem as 
the land is not owned by it and 
there was nothing it could do 
about it. It does not own the 
Memorial Gardens either, but in¬ 
cluded the pathway as an inte¬ 
gral part of the scheme. 

I suggested it could have nego¬ 
tiated with Marks & Spencer to 


come to a solution, but was told it 
is already providing a new fascia 
for the store. 

The “walk through” Eden Walk 
will now be blocked and the cut- 
through to Crown Arcade and 
the Apple Market is to be divert¬ 
ed north to the Memorial Gar¬ 
dens, providing access from the 
now busier east side of Kingston 
into Eden Walk, then back north 
leaving access to the south of the 
market areas more difficult to 
find, and further away from the 
main footfall. 

The representative told me in 
his opinion there was nothing to 
draw people to the south of the 
market as the hub of activity was 
grouped in a smaller area in the 
north of the market, which is 
hard to disagree with. 

He went on to say that once the 
scheme was finished there was 
no chance of Crown Arcade re¬ 
maining as it is because it is not 
within the conservation area. 

This is the whole problem in a 
nutshell and something the de¬ 
veloper seems to not care one 
iota about. 

The fact is, a development on 
this scale will be the starting pis¬ 
tol from transforming a historic 
market town into something re¬ 
sembling Westfield. 

I explained that Kingston 


should not set itself up as a com¬ 
petitor to Westfield and he said 
that is exactly what it is doing. 

I offered a hypothetical sce¬ 
nario of the nail salon in Eden 
Walk being able to temporarily 
relocate while the building work 
was completed and then return 
to a new unit within the site. 

The answer was a straightfor¬ 
ward no as there will be no small¬ 
er units within the site as 80 per 
cent of the units will be pre-let 
with the blue-chip retailers upon 
completion. 

I also asked about the 150 car 
parking spaces allocated for 
nearly 400 residences. The repre¬ 
sentative said that in an urban 
environment people do not need 
cars and that properties without 
allocation may command a lower 
price because of this. 

I told him that Kingston is a 
suburban town not a city and 
that the 400 residences will be 
filled by affluent people who will 
all want at least one car per 
household. 

I am pleased to report that the 
showing was well attended, but it 
seems there is only one group of 
people that is enthusiastic about 
the proposals, and that is the de¬ 
velopment company.

Party politics 

I could not agree more with the 
anonymous writer (Party politics, 
October 23) issue on why it has been 
so unfortunate that party politics have 
taken over councils so 
comprehensively. 

Back in the 1950s councillors were 
often backed just by associations of 
residents and ratepayers. 

They were independent-minded 
people, often with useful professional 
and or commercial backgrounds, 
which they brought to bear on council 
decision-making and whose only 
criterion could be the overall good of 
the community, and judged in local 
elections on just such criteria. Then 
the major political parties, sensing 
what they regarded as a power 
vacuum and certainly an opportunity 
to extend their grip on everything, 
pushed in. They were able to make 
great strides into local Government on 
the back of their superior national 
funding, used to ensure they would 
win local elections. 

Now our councillors are often just 
political place men or women, without 
expertise gained outside politics, who 
look primarily to party for 
advancement and, as your 
correspondent says, seeing tribal 
political loyalties as their main 
guidance. In local elections they are 
put before us on this basis of party 
affiliation. With the current move 
nationally towards greater political 
divides between the main parties, 
such widening rifts are bound to drift 
into local government, with the good 
of communities more submerged in 
favour of political posturing.

W ith a No 1 debut album 
under her belt and her 
first UK tour kicking off 
this month, 19-year-old Ella 
Henderson's time on the X 
Factor seems like a lifetime 
ago, writes Tina Campbell. 

A contestant back in 2012, 
the then 16-year-old from Lin¬ 
colnshire made it into the final 
12 where she finished in sixth 
place despite being a strong 
favourite to win.

What's new? The Astra is an 
underrated, but evergreen compact 
family hatch, as happy taking the 
kids on a short break away as it is 
cutting a path through the city. 
There's no radical departure for 
2016, although the sharp-eyed will 
notice a nip here and a tuck there. 

There's an excellent new colour 
touch-screen that's standard 
across the range. It gives the 
whole product a lift and helps it 
make a better first impression. 
Looks and image: It's a sharp-look¬ 
ing thing, if a bit on the conserva¬ 
tive side. Being built in Britain won't 
do its appeal this side of Dover any 
harm, either. Whichever model you 
choose, you end up with a pleasant¬ 
ly stylish and definitely inoffensive 
car. You'll never object to having it 
on your drive. 

It's quite sensitive to trim grades, 
though, so whereas the fantastic 
top-spec cars with all the interior 
trimmings look like they've come 
straight from the top drawer, the 
fragile rubberised handbrake grip 
and cheap-looking plastics on the 
low-end versions leave a lot to be 
desired and can start to look tatty 
very quickly. 

Space and practicality: There's a 
handy boot at the back, more than 
big enough for most tasks, but if 


you're toting babies, you'll struggle 
to get much more than a chunky 
pushchair into it without putting the 
conveniently split rear seats down. 

Front seaters will be happy 
enough, especially with the 
uncommonly well-shaped seat 
backs that give superb lumbar 
support. The glove box is shed- 
spacious but the door pocket 
shapes and cupholder designs 
could be better thought out. 


Behind the wheel: Under the bon¬ 
net there is a 1.0-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine. It can't make the 
Astra a rocket ship, but if you're 
gentle, you'll see fuel economy you'd 
struggle to better in an eco-diesel. 

I found it no problem to hover 
around 60mpg in relatively traffic- 
free driving. Alright, you do need to 
put some effort in, but the potential 
is there. 

The dinky engine is perfect for 


chopping around urban and subur¬ 
ban routes. It's impressively linear 
once the turbo kicks in, making it 
smooth, forgiving and easy to get 
used to. It warms up faster than a 
moth on a sunbed and it's perfect 
for no-fuss short trips. The five- 
speed gearbox is light and precise, 
with tall gearing that partly offsets 
the lack of a sixth, but it's clear this 
version isn't meant to cover serious 
motorway mileage. 


It's a nice steer, though, respond¬ 
ing quite keenly to tugs at the wheel 
and scampering along winding 
roads with gusto. The brakes on this 
nearly-new car were very grabby, 
but that should hopefully settle 
down with mileage. 

Value for money: The Astra is a solid 
car. You know what you're getting 
and, although some of the materials 
on basement models aren't up to 
scratch, at the very least, the car 


does a good job of providing 
straight-down-the-line mid-size 
transport for people who don't 
want to spend the extra on a more 
spacious compact crossover or SUV. 

Vauxhall dealers are usually open 
to a little haggling, too, so don't 
take the retail price as gospel. You 
should pay less than for a broadly 
equivalent crossover, so there's good 
value to be had here even if the 
fashion is currently for faux-AxAs.
